SUFFRAGETTES RUIN 
CHRISTMAS LETTERS 


LONDON, Dec., 23.— The en­ 
tire police force of London to­ 
day was inadequate to protect 
London's Christmas mail from 
the suffragettes. All day long 
the militants continued their at­ 
tacks on the letter boxes, pour­ 
ing into them wax and colored 
fluids, apparently in an effort 
to obliterate 
the 
addresses of 
the hundreds of thousands of 
Christmas 
cards, 
letters 
and 
packages. 
There were not enough police­ 
men to afford one “bobby” for 
each pillar box and because of 
that, the campaign practically 
was unchecked. 
It was an easy 
matter for a suffragette to drop 
the destroying 
stuff into the 
boxes 
while 
apparently inno­ 
cently posting 
some Christmas 
card or parcel. 
This was the ‘‘som ething aw ­ 
ful” that the Militants myster­ 
iously 
hinted as a Christmas 
surprise, when 
they clamored 
with rage two weeks ago, on the 
occasion of the telephone cut­ 
ting experiment. 
The militants then said that 
the cutting of telephone wires 
and the false fire alarms that 
put London’s 
jangling nerves 
on end, were mild compared to 
what Christmas 
would 
bring. 
Perhaps a million or more peo­ 
ple will be personally affected 
by today’s pillar box campaign.
